NOTE: The assassination rifle, revolver and holster previously shipped 
to Dallas on the authority of the Department in connection with 
the forfeiture proceeding regarding these weapons. By communication 
dated 11/3/66 the Department advised the litigation concerning these weapons 
has been terminated and authorized the transfer of these weapons to the 
National Archives pursuant to Public Law 80-318. By memorandum dated 
8/19/66 the AQ authorized the transfer to the National Archives all evidence 
^ and exhibits that was in possession of the Bureau. All exhibits and evidence 
have been transferred to the National Archives with the exception of the rifle 
and revolver and holster. When these items are transferred to the National . ^ - 
Arclilves we will no longer have any of the material obtained during the 
investigation relating to the assassination of President Kennedy in our. 
possession. See memorandum Rosen to DeLoach dated 11/3/66.
